That th coal situation promises to 
develop into something acute if the 
present cold weather continues, is the 
general opinion of coal men through- 
out the city, At outside points which 
are supplied with coal from the city 
the supply of coal is very small and 
even in Edmonton the demand has be- 
come something extraordinary in the 
Jast fowsdays. 

“IT can show you dozens of telegrams 
from outside points asking us to fill 
orders for coal, We have two from 
the board of trade of Lloydminster, 
which town seems to be running short. 
We stopped sending any coal outside 
of Edmonton a week ago and have 
been trying to meet the jocal demand, 
Jf this cold snap is continued if will 
be serious.” Y 

When the cold snap came the mines 
had little coal in stock and as local 
consumers order only when fuel is 
needed, this supply was soon ex- 
hausted. ¢ 

“In cold weather our contract ord- 
ers are four times as large as in mild 
weather, and of course we have to 
fill these large orders and let the house- 
holders go," said W. C. MeKay, of the 
Standard Coaf Co. 

The severe weather, too, is a serious 
handicap—not in t hauling, for the 
good sleighing permits of three and 
four ton loads, but in keeping men 
on the cold jobs—‘“‘bankmen” as they 
are called, At the Humberstone coal 
mine today, owing to lack of work- 
men, the office staff all turned out in 
overalls and smocks to get out coal. 

Several dealers on the market have 
obtained as high as $4.50 and, $4.75 
per ton for coal which is snapped up 
as fast as it comes in. 

So far the price has not been raised 
‘by Edmonton coal merchants. It is 
their policy to keep the price con- 
stant through the year and unless 
something out of the ordinary occurs 
no famine prices are to be charged. 
To meet the present situation the 


Mumberstone Coal Company’ have 
bought fifteen cars of coal from To- 
field and Morinville miners, They 


also propose to ask the Liewtenant- 
Governor to suspend the eight hour 
@ay rule, which under the Mining Act 
he has power to do. “Our miners are 
all willing to work longer and we will 
be only too glad to pay them extra for 
overtime,” said’ Mr. Brewer. “They 
have the advantage of the weather, 
as it is warm down jin the mine, and 
they are glad of a chance to make A 
Nttle extra money.”

RECIPROOTTY TALK. 


Canadian Representatives Presented 


i to Members of Congress. 


Washington, D.C., Jan, 12—This was 
an “off” day with the reciprocity 
commissioners, yet it was a day of 
business, and one that may bear im- 
portant results in the final determina- 
tion of the questions under consider- 
ation, The Canadians were taken to 
the capital and formally presented to 
the senators and representatives who 
will vote on the final settlement of 
any agreement that may be reached. 

As a preliminary to the formal con- 
sideration of reciprocal duties, the 
senators and representatives whose 
positions give them a commanding in- 


fluence were interviewed, and their 
opinions ascertained, 
No session of the commissioners 


wwas held today, the time being con- 
sumed in examination of the field. 
Three sessions will be held tomorrow, 
and it is confidently predicted that 
definite work in some directions will 
be accomplished. 

Any agreement reached must be 
submitted to both houses of the Am- 
erican congress and to the Canadian 
parliament for ratification. 

Ordinarily under the American con- 
stitution the senate is the body that 
ratifies treaties, but as reciprocity 
with Canada involves important 
changes in the tariff, the representa- 
tives in the lower house, where all 
revenue laws originate, must vote on 
the ratification, In this way the in- 
terests of the plain people of both 
Canada and the United States will be 
considered and protected. 

‘Tomorrow's conference will, it is 
expected, get down to @ basis of the 
work, where propositions pro and con 
may be offered and considered, Many 
requests for hearings on the subjects 
affected by reciprocity have been 
made to the commissioners, but they 
have determined to ignore these, and 
go ahead with the work in hand.

UNEMPLOYED IN TORONTO, 


Mea Flocking Into “the City for the 
Witter More Numerous Than Usual. 

Voronto, Jan. 12—There are tnere 
unemployed men in the city of To- 
ronto today than for many a= year 
previously, During the past two 
weeks men have been steadily streim- 
ing in from all parts of the province 
and even from the west. Many cf 
these are already penniless and are 
applying to the various charitabie or- 
ganizations for werk, and immediate 
means of sustenance, This year tus 
to be among the worst on record, as 
there is no employment bureau run- 
ning at present.

| INCREMENT TAX. 


Reichstag to Consider a Bill to Levy 
on Unearned Increase in Value. 
Berlin, Jan. 11—Among the many 

important subjects which will be dis- 
cussed by the Reichstag, when it 
meets again after the Christmas v 
cation, is the unearned increme:.( tix 
on ground values, It is meeting with 
fierce opposition from owners and 
from the building trade, but the sov- 
ernment cannot do without it. It 
will provide at least half a Dread- 
nought a year, and the Reichstag has 
already sanctioned the tax in prin- 
ciple. 

More interesting than the work of 
the session is the’ temper of the par- 
ties, which is very near danger point. 
The Conservatives are calling for laws 
to draw the Socialist’s teeth and 
claws before the coming elections 
give them a chance to be dangerous, 
and there will be a fifierce struggle 
when the changes which the imperial 
chancellor has announced in the ex- 
isting criminal procedure and the law 
against agitation, are made pub- 
lic. 

Both are openly aimed at the Soc- 
ialists. The penalties for political in- 
cendiarism are to be sharpened and 
the forms of criminal procedure short- 
ened, presumably in order to make 
such exposures of authority as the 
Moabit trial impossible. 

Nothing probably shows better how 
great is the need of a thorough re- 
form of German criminal court pro- 
cedure than the famous, or infamous, 
trial of the Moabit rioters, which 
has now lasted for more than six 
weeks and there is still considerable 
testimony to be taken. 

There is a possibility of the trial 
coming to an end in a week or ten 
days, bui even if this happens, which 
is uncertain, fifteen weeky in a Ger- 
man prison is q torture, even if you 
are detained as a witness. 

Most of the accused are being tried 
for nothing more serious than to have 
called the police bad names. 

Those who are found guilty of this 
heinous offence will have some reduc- 
tion of sentence granted them as 
compensation for their three months’ 
captivity. Any who may be acquit- 
ted will have spent this time in pris- 


on for no offence whatever. 
it is true that the trial is being 
prolonged now at the instigation of 


the defence, which is making. capital 
out of the exposure of the stupid 
Violence and futility of police methods. 
But the prisoners had been several 
weeks in durance, in nearly all cases 
on trivial charges, before they saw 
their judges 


PRIESTS RESIGN, 


Refuse to Take New Oath Imposed 
by German Government, 

Berlin, Jan. 11—The imposition of 
the anti-modernist oath on the Cath- 
olic clergy of Germany is beginning 
to cause considerable trouble. This 
aath obliges all Catholic priests to de- 
clare their allegiance, to the tradition- 
al doctrines to their flocks as are con- 
tained in the decisions of the Ecu- 
menical councils and recognized 


creeds. 
From Munich it is reported _ that 
four professors of theology at the 


university of that city have resigned 
their pastoral functions in order to 
escape taking this oath, that a Cath- 
olic clergyman has declined to tafe 
the oath, and that a professor has 
completely severed his connection 
with the church as a protest against 
the action of the papal nuncio. The 
great majority, however, of the teach- 
ing staff of the faculty of Catholic 
theolugy lave consented to give the 
required guarantees. 

Rumors are affoat in Dresden that 
in the Catholic court circles there, 
much chagrin is felt at the vatican's 
treatment of Prince Max, and that 
the king, especially, is greatly irritat- 
ed. It is even said that King Fried- 
rich August, never at any time an en- 
thusiastic Catholic, is considering 
whether he should not transfer his 
allegiance to the church to which a 
vast majority of his subjects belong.

NOT ENOUGH CURRENT 
TO OPERATE CARS 


poses to Experiment With a Hot 
Air Machine, and If Satisfactory 
to Substitute it For Electric Appa- 
ratus, 


“We have a hot air machine for the 
cars on the way now,” said C. V. 
Biswanger to the Bulletin this morn- 
ing. “It will probably be here in 
six or eight days. We will try it out 
and if it is satisfactory, probably 
order some for the other cars. 

“They have five of these machines 
in Calgary now, and while they criti- 
cized them a little when they first 
went on the people are well satisfied 
with them now. They keep tha car 
warmer and there is a constant cur- 
rent of warm air around the feet. 
The ventilation is much superior to 
that of the electric heating. The 
furnace is constantly taking in cold 
air, heating it and pouring it into 
the car. The machine, which re- 
sembles a boiler, sits in the front 
vestibule. It would be difficult to use 
it on double-end cars, but on the 
single end cars there will be no 
trouble for no one is allowed in the 
front vestibule. 

“This system of 
cost nearly as much 
heaters. Mr. McCauley 
can heat a car with from 
cents a day. , 

“How does that compare with the 
cost of electric heating? Is it cheap- 
er " the reporter asked. 

“Well I should say so. It costs 
from $4 to $5 per day to heat our 
cars with electricity.” 

“We will try the machine on one 
of the Strathcona cars first—one of 
the old cars and if it is-no good we 
can throw it away. It is just a sample 
we are getting from the Peter Smith 
Co., of Pittsburg. They offered us one 
to try and agreed that !f we did not 
like it we could throw it on the junk 
heap. It seemed too good an offer 
to throw away, especially when it 
cost us nothing. 

“Yes, I know the cars are cold; but 
we ean’t help it. There is not enough 
voltage since the recent break down 
to keep the heat up.

Eight-Hour-Day BI. 

Alphonse Verville’s eight-hour-day 
bill occupied the attention of the 
House for some time in committee, 
new clauses and amendments being 
Passed. This is the bill which has 
ween reduced jn its scope on Mr. Ved- 
Ville'’s own initiative and does not 
meet with the approval of the Domin- 
jon Trades and Labor Council, In its 
present form, jt is restricted to public 
vulldings and day labor. 

There was another long discussion 
over H. Hl, Miller's bill to amend the 
Interest Act. This bill provides that 
the mortgagor may pay off a mortgage 
by giving three montha’ notice or by 
applying three months’ interest.

RAILWAY RATES CASE, 


Counsel for Pennsylvania Lines Says 
Rallways must Increase Hates. 

Washington, Jan. 9.--l. 1. Gowen, 
eounsel for the Pennsylvania railway, 
urgued today upon the necessity, in 
the view of the increased cost of main- 
tainence of railways, for an. increase 
of freight mutes, before the Inter- 
State commerce commission, 

“If the requirements of the shippers 
and the travelling public are to “be 
met,” he declared, then, we must haye 
the assistance of an increase of rates.” 

Mr. Gowen said that the increase of 
the Pennsylvania lines to Pittsburg in 
Wages alone during the last year 
aggregated more than $7,000,600, 
while the other increases in operating
